Berlin, August 23.—(By Wireless.)— Strong German Position on, 
The merchant submarine Deutschland Somme Front Almost Gir- 
| arrived at the mouth of the Weser on 
August 23, according to the Overseas 
News Agency. 

The agency says that the Deutsch- 
land arrived on the afternoon of Au- 
gust 23 and anchored before the mouth 
of the river. All on board were well. 


The Deutschland, a German super- 
submarine, built for carrying merchan- 
dise, arrived at Baltimore from Bremen 
‘on July 9, with a cargo of dyestuffs 
land mails. Her arrival was hailed in 
Germany as the begirming of a regular 
submarine merchant service between 
the United States and Germany, which 
would be able to defy the British block- 
ade. It was announced that she would 
be followed shortly by the Bremen, a 
sister ship. 

The Deutschland left Baltimore on 
her return journey on August 1, with a 
cargo of rubber and metal, and passed 
out the Virginia capes on the night 
of August 2.

THEIR GAINS. 


Paris, August 23.—The French war 
office tonight issued the following in 
regard to operations on the Balkan 
front:

BULGARS ENTRENCH 
ON MACEDONIA LINE. 


London, August 23.—The Bulgarian 
troops which advanced in northeastern 
Greece recently, seizing positions in 
the valley of the Struma river are en- 
trenching on this line. No heavy fight- 
ing is under way on the Macedonian 
front at preseut, 30 Tar as is indicated 
by the official statement of today con- 
cerning this theater of war. 

The British official statement deal- 
ing with operations on the Balkan front 
tollows: 

“On the Doiran front (in the center) 
about two battalions of the enemy were 
seen yesterday in the neighborhood of 
Dauth.

ERight-Hour Day to Be Accepted. 

It became evident tonight that most 
of the railroad executives have come to 
believe that there can be only one way 
of prveenting a strike and that is by 
accepting the 8-hour day plan. The 
chief effort in their own conferences 
today was to find some scheme by 
which'an 8-hour day may be put in op- 
eration on all the railroads at the least 
added expense. Many suggestions along 
this line have been made by presidents, 
but no one of them has proved feasible 
when submitted to the acid test of op- 
erating officials. At the conclusion of 
their conference tonight with the presi- 
dents and managers, Hale Holden, 
president of the Burlington and a mem- 
ber of the committee of eight, gave out 
the following statement: 

“The railway executives who have 
met here at the requast of President 
Wilson are proceeding as rapidly a's 
practicable with their work. It must 
be understood, however, the problem 
with which these men are wrestling 
is the most important and gigantic 
eyer presented to any body of men 
in the industrial history of the coun- 
try. 

“They cannot, therefore, consistently 
with their duty to their security hold- 
ers, their employees, or the public, 
reach a final conclusion regarding 
what action they should take without 
much discussion, study and thought. 
Their deliberations participated in by 
practically 100 men suddenly called 
together from all parts of the United 
States require time. 

“If our deliberations seem to pro- 
ceed slowly it is due to the facts that 
I have mentioned. For us to act hastily 
would be a betrayal of the great re- 
sponsibility we owe to all the parties 
concerned and most of all to the pub- 
lic.”’ 

The Principal Difficulty,

Senator Newlands and Representa- 
tive Adamson head a subcommittee 
which is arranging a program for the 
general investigation of railroad prob- 
lems authorized by the recently passed 
Newlands resolution. They will dis- 
cuss their work with the full commit- 
tee at a dinner to be given by Senator 
Newlands in the next few days and it 
may be that some of the questions in- 
volved in the present situation will 
be taken up at that time. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States tonight made public a 
letter to President Wilson signed by 
R. Goodwyn Rhett, its president, sup- 
porting the railroads in their conten- 
tion for arbitration of disputed ques- 
tion’s, including the eight-hour day. 


Rhett Supports Railroads. 


President Rhett’s letter follows: 

“The railroad situation has assumed 
SO grave a shape, in our judgment, as 
to render it now more imperative than 
at any past etage that the public 
should be informed of all the facts of 
the controversy and thus have the op- 
portunity of egiving an unmistakable 
verdict as to the justice afid fairness 
of the demands which have been made 
upon the railroads primarily, but ulti- 
mately upon the public itself. 

“It is inconceivable that either the 
railroads or their employees’ should 
take the position that they are greater 
than the public whom they serve and 
the government which represents that 
public. It is inconceivable that they 
should refuse a request or demand 
from the head of the government to 
submit their irreconcilable differ- 
ences to the investigation and subse- 
quent judgment of a competent and 
roperly constituted commission or tri- 

unal., 

“Our committee in its investigations 
found that there were radical dif- 
ferences of opinion with reference to 
the questions involved which could 
only be settled justly after facts and 
figures not then and not now avail- 
able had been definitely ascertained. 
That is precisely what makes so dif- 
ficult an agreement between the par- 
ties today to any proposition made by 
one party to the other or by a third to 
an eight- 
matter of dispute to 
such an extent that the public does 
not understand the term in the tech- 
nical sense in which it is used. It 
was stated by the emplovees that the 
purpose of their demand was to 
shorten their hours of labor and that 
the only method of doing so was by 
fixing their ‘basic working day’ at 
eight hours and applying a penalty 
for overtime employment to enforce 
its practical application. 


Contention of Ratlroads. 


‘The railroads insisted that the pur- 
pose of demanding a ‘basic eight-hour 
day’ for the same compensation as 
they were getting for ten hours’ work 
wis to increase their pay to the extent 
of 25 per cent or more. The proposal 
that eight hours should be the Raate 
day without any penalty for overtime 
would, of course, destroy the entire 
foundation of the plea set forth by the 
employees and make the whole propo- 
ay alone, in- 
asmuch as there would be no penalty 
for working an employee up to sixteen 
hours out of twenty-four. 

“If the ‘basic eight-hour day’ is, as 
claimed by the railroads, merely a 
means of changing the rate of pay per 
hour without limitation of hours of 
labor, then obviously the ‘basic eight- 
hour day’ has no relation to the 
eight-hour day in industry founded on 
the theory of eight hours of work, 
eight hours of sleep and eight hours 
of leisure and recreation. 

“It was in view of the many grave 

uestions and serious complications 
that our committee came to the con- 
clusion that an impartial investigation 
of all these facts by an official body 
was essential. There are now two 
questions involved which are vital to 
the future prosperity of this country. 
The first is whether a deterination of 
all vital points at issue shall succeed 
(not precede) a complete ascertain- 
ment of the underlying facts necessary 
to a just determination, and the sec- 
ond is whether the government has 
the right to insist upon the continu- 
ance of the public service during such 
investigation. The seriousness of the 
situation, as we now see it, is that the 
public is informed of its helplessness 
to protect itself agabnst certain de- 
mands and therefore such demands 
must be acceded toby it. Wearenot ina 
position to say whether the demands 
are equitable and just or not. Our po- 
sition is that the facts ought to be in- 
vestigated and if the demands are just 
they ought to be granted immediately 
upon the ascertainment of the facts on 
their merits and not because either 
party is so powerful that it can dic- 
tate its terms to the public. We feel 
that there is no hope whatever of a 
permaneni settlement of this question 
short of the method proposed and we 
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again peal to you to use your power 
hae influence to that end at this 

me.” . 

Explaining Railroad Position.

Although the brotherhood leaders are 
reticent about the wave of unrest 
among their members over being held 
in Washington, one of them declared 
tonight that he doubted if it would 
be possible to keep the men here more 
than 48 hours longer. 

It is apparent, however, that every 
effort is being made by the leaders to 
keep down the spirit of insurrection. 
If they have their way no votes will be 
taken on proposals looking to calling 
off negotiations through the president, 
or to provide for the departure of the 
committee of 640 from Washington. 

Overnight discussions of the situa- 
tion had put many of the men in a 
fever heat and before their meeting this 
morning they made known thelr inten- 
tion to protest against further delay. 
Hearing of this, A. B. Garretson, head 
of the conductors’ ‘brotherhood, went 
to the hall and counseled temperate 
action. 


Delay Is Denounced. 


When he had gone from various parts 
of the hall came loudly voiced denun- 
clations of the railroad managers for 
their delay. Speakers insisted that the 
railroad heads had adopted subterfuges 
for many months in order to hold off 
a settlement of disputes. Their tactics 
in inducing the brotherhoods to post- 
pone final action on the proposed strike 
last June were similar, it was insisted, 
to these they are following now in deal- 
ing with President Wilson. Some fa- 
vored leaving the question of calling 
a strike in the hands of the four broth- 
erhood heads and departing for home. 

The brotherhood officials pleaded 
that the president should not be embar- 
rassed at this time and urged that the 
delay probably would not be extended. 
Finally the meeting was adjourned un- 
til 10 o'clock tomorrow without acting 
upon any of the various proposals. 

Besides being convinced that the rail- 
road heads are sparring for time, the 
brotherhood men are becoming restless 
largely on account of the monotony 
of their wait here. They go to their 
meeting each morning for perhaps half 
an hour and then return to their ho- 
tels to spend the rest of the day. They 
never can tell when they will ibe called 
together, hence most of their time is 
spent in the lobbies of the hotels or out 
on the sidewalks. 

Among the many messages” recelved 
at the white house today was one from 
Henry N. Pope, president of the Texas 
Farmers’ Union, declaring that the 
farmers were opposed to the eight-hour 
day unless it was to be granted to all 
those who labor. It urged that the 
entire controversy be turned over for 
adjustment to a properly constituted 
committee which could carefully inves- 
tigate and give the farmers and their 
interests a hearing.

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UNDERWOOD OPPOSES 
DUTIES ON DYESTUFFS 


Alabama Senator Also Opposes 
the Creation of Tariff 
Commission. 


Washington, August 23.—Debate in 
the senate on the emergency revenue 
bill today brought forth long speeches 
by Senators Underwood and Penrose, 
the Alabama senator defending the 
democratic tariff law, of which he is 
author, and the Pennsylvanian urging 
industrial preparedness to safeguard 
the country against commercial war- 
fare at the close of the European war. 

Senator Underwood approved the 
pending revenue bill in its main fea- 
tures, he said, but did not concur in 
the recommendation for a tariff com- 
mission and increased duties on dye- 
stuffs. After reviewing the operations 
of the tariff law and submitting a 
multitude of statistics, he said that he 
had “conclusively demonstrated that 
tariff taxes now on the statute books 
do not jeopardize American industry, 
or threaten American labor.” The law, 
he declared, was written to provide 
revenue and “in repudiation of the re- 
publican doctrine which levied taxes 
primarily for the purpose of maintain- 
ing protective tariffs to foster and 
build up special industries.” 

The revenue bill, Senator Underwood 
said, was necessitated by demands of 
the wealth of the country for military 
preparedness. 

“The burden of this proposed tax,” 
he said, ‘is distributed to the wealth 
of the country. It is not tax on con- 
sumption where the burden falls on 
the masses. Increases in the army and 
navy have come from a demand from 
the representatives of wealth. They 
largely will get the benefit, and it is 
but just that they should pay for that 
protection.” 

Senator Penrose, vigorously attack- 
ing the pending measure, questioned the 
legality of the proposed munitions tax. 
He criticised the proposed inheritance 
tax and the general democratic advance 
toward substituting direct taxation for 
the protective tariff. 

“This question of industrial prepar- 
edness,” said Senator Penrose, “has re- 
ceived definite recognition in the pend- 
ing bill in the provision relative to dye- 
stuffs. This concession made by those 
who abhor imports and duties and tend 
to the thought that nearly all the ex- 
penses of the government so far as pos- 
sible should be raised by taxes on in- 
comes and other direct taxes, seems to 
me to constitute a eurrender which 
gives up their whole case. dye- 
stuffs require protective duty, and if 
they are essential to our industrial in- 
dependence, I conclude that the same 
argument can be applied all along the 
line. 

“We are drifting to a system of 4i- 
rect taxes at a time when nearly every 
civilized nation is going in the other di- 
rection.” 

If a munitions tax is to be Imposed, 
Senator Penrose declared, it should be 
applied to all who sell contraband goods 
to nations at war.

NO STRIKE, 
SAYS ADAMSON. 


Washington, August 23. — Speci — 
Representative Adamson, of gry 
chairman of the hause committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, upon 
his return from a white house confer- 
ence today, made the prediction that 
there would be no railway strike. He 
believes the railways will accept the 
president’s proposal, thus averting an 
open break and leaving secondary 
matters of exceptions and allowance to 
be settled later by some sort of arbi- 
ee mediation, or friendly interven- 
ion. 

The railroad heads gathered here 
recognize that they must bow to the 
president's demand, but they are re- 
sentful.

The submarine commander reported 
that while the ship was being escorted 
back to port in a damaged condition 
he attacked again and struck her with 
a second torpedo and believed she was 
sunk. 

The Westfalen is one of the Nassau 
class, displacing 18,602 tons. She was 
at first reported sunk in the Jutland 
naval engagement last May. 


London, August 23.—Admission by 
the Germans that the battleship West- 
falen of the Nassau class was damaged 
by a British torpedo in recent fight- 
ing in the North sea has gratified the 
British public as it proves the British 
were not left at such a disadvantage 
as appeared from first reports. 

First accounts debited Great Britain 
with loss of the light cruisers Fal- 
mouth and Nottingham as against de- 
struction of one German submarine and 
damage to another. The fact that Ger- 
many withheld new’s of some of her 
losses in first accounts of the Jutland 
battle is used by the newspapers to 
discount Berlin statements.

“I fully believe that I shall enter 
on election day with the support of 
seven out of ten wards,” said Jesse 
Armistead, in a statement given out at 
tampaign headquarters last night. 

At the rally at the city hall, Mr.

WAR GAME OF THE NAVY 


GROWS VERY REALISTIC 


Theoretically, Naval Guards 
Have Been Overpowered 
at Hampton Roads. 


Washington, August 23.—The navy 
department was taxing its resources 
tonight to fill up the first hypothetical 
gap in the country’s defense which has 
developed in the naval war game in 
progress off the Atlantic coast. 

Theoretically a mob of ununiforme 
ed men today overpowered the naval 
guard at the piers at Sewall Point, on 
Hampton Roads, destroyed great stores 
of coal and supplies collected there for 
Possible use of the “blue’ defending 
fleet and burned the piers. 

To add to the realism of the game 
Rear Admiral Benson, chief of opera- 
tions, formally communicated the hy- 
pothetical disaster at Sewall Point 
to Paymaster General McGowan, whose 
duty it would be in war to cope with 
the situation there. The paymaster 
general immediately set his forces to 
work to locate new stores of coal and 
supplies and to find means for send- 
ing them to some point on the roads 
at the earliest possible moment. The 

roblem requires that actual supplies 

e found and the possibility of getting 
them forward promptly be figured out 
in order to test the machinery of the 
department. 

While naval forces ashore were deal- 
ing with this angle of the game Rear 
Admiral Helm ‘still was sweeping the 
seas with his scouts in a southeasterly 
direction from Narragansett, the base 
from which he sailed yesterday morn- 
in an effort to repel Admiral 
Mayo’s “red” fleet. Presumably the 
“blue” scouts were within 300 miles 
of the enemy’s last known position 
at daylight, but no report that “red” 
battle craft had been sighted reached 
the department up to a late hour.

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COUNTIES WOULD 
ARBITRATE TAXES 


Emanuel, Hart and Jeff Da- 
vis Have Named Arbitra- 
tors—C. T. Tillman, of 
Quitman, to Act for State. 


* 

State Tax Commissioner John C. 
Hart announced Wednesday that he 
had reecived notices to date from three 
counties that they would contest his 
order rajsing their tax assessments. 
They are Emanuel, Hart and Jeff Davis. 

The chairmen of the county boards of 
assessors in each of the three counties 
indicated have announced the appoint- 
ment of arbitrators as follows: Eman- 
uel, J. A. Coleman, of Swainsboro; Hart, 
B. C. Alford, of Hartwell; Jeff Davis, 
T. H. Weatherly, of Hazlehurst. C. 
T. Tillman, of Quitman, has been nam- 
ed by Judge Hart to act as arbitrator 
for the state im each of these counties. 

Under the law the arbitrators select- 
ed must within ten days of their ap- 
pointment name a third arbitrator in 
each case to act as umpire. Should 
they fail to do so within the required 
time an umpire will be named by the 
comptroller general. Within twenty 
days after the third arbitrator has been 
agreed upon, the arbitrators will meet 
in the county seat of each of the coun- 
ties involved and they have three days 
in which to hear testimony and deter- 
mine the contest. 

Hart Shy 7,104 Acres. 

While the law is silent upon the sub- 
ject, there has been some question as 
to whether it contemplated the selec- 
tion by the chairman ef county boards 
of citizens and taxpayers of the coun- 
ties affected, as they are manifestly 
parties interested in the adjudication 
of the dispute. It is torbiddeh that 
either the state’s arbitrator or the third 
man should be citizens of or property 
owners in counties involved. 

While there has been some adverse 
criticism in the counties affected by 
Judge Hart's order, the increase seems 
to have met with general approval in 
Ware county as it nas enabDied the as- 
sessurs to place upon tne tax digest 
a consideravie quantity of wild lands 
which had at lirst escaped. It also has 
developed the fact that Hart county Is 
short 1,104 acres in the amount of land 
returned this year. if the assessors 
will get this land on the digest, it is 
believed that it will go far to make up 
the twenty-five per cent increase In 
assessments of improved lands which 
Judge Hart ordered. , 

Commissioner's Statement. 

As he regards the increase in tax 
assessments in the ten counties affect- 
ed by this order as absolutely neces- 
sary to the enforcement of the equal- 
ization law and as a matter of simple 
justice to the other counties of the 
state, Judge Hart expressed regret that 
his act had met with criticism in cer- 
tain quarters. In reference to Hart 
county particularly which 1s shown to 
be one of the best agricultural counties 
of the state by the United States census 
bureau, he said: 

“I am sorry to note the disposition on 
the part of certain citizens of Hart county 
to criticise the order of county equalization 
as recently passed by me so far as the 
same affects Hart county. I note the state- 
ment that the order is severely criticised 
by the people of Hart county, and that they 
will resist its enforcement. 

“I think this criticism is both unjust to 
me and that it does not represent the atti- 
tude of the majority of the people of Hart 
county. The facts are. Hart county is one 
of the best counties in the state and the 
land values there are quoted by the census 
of the United States around $30 an acre. 
The land is returned for taxation by the 
county at a valuation of $7.11 per acre. 
Hart county receives from the state for 
schools and pensions $27,250 and sends to 
the state in taxes $14,021. Thus it wiil be 
see that it draws from the state treasury 
$13.729 more money than it pays into the 
state treasury. The Hart county digest for 
this year shows a loss of, $108,614. The 
land is short 7,194 acres. 

‘“*Manifestly it is to the county’s interest 
as much as to the state’s that this land 
should be found. In the light of these 
facts. therefore, I am sure the good people 
of Hart county, on reflection, will conclude 
I could do nothing else under the law than 
to have passed the order.

bill has been taken under advisement

It was agreed that the state highway 
commission might apply for participa- 
tion in the federal fund. It will be re- 
quired to furnish plans of road puild- 
ing covering a period of.five years and 
maps of the routes to be improved, to- 
gether with the reasons which dictated 
their selection. They must also pre- 
pare detailed statistics of the popula- 
tion and resources of the territory to be 
benefited and the value of farm and fac- 
tory merchandise likely to be trans- 
ported over these roads. 

What Patterson Says.

SAMUEL H. VENABLE REPLIES TO 
«ALL COLLIER 


TO THE PUBLIC: 


I am no candidate for office, but I have been viciously at- 
tacked in a dirty card by H. L. Collier in The Journal of yester- 
day afternoon, and in justice to all concerned, I reluctantly 
make reply. I have heretofore refused to publish these facts, 
because of the heartaches it would give. 

Henry Collier was my boyhood friend and schoolmate. I 
loved him and trusted him. Some years ago my brother and I 
gave Henry Collier a one-third interest in our curb business at 
Lithonia. This was a free gift, and, in addition, we furnished 
ample capital to run it. It was worth to him $3,000.00 to 
$4,000.00 per year. 

After the business had been running some time, it was re- 
ported to me by Mr. Pease, our Paymaster, that Mr. Collier 
was doctoring his accounts. This report, at first, I refused to 
believe. My refusal to believe was so emphatic that my faith- 
ful employee threatened to leave me. Among other things 
reported to me was that Mr. Collier had shipped a number of 
cars of stone to New Orleans and other places and had made 
no record of it. Had not charged it against himself on his 
books kept at Lithonia. My brother made a trip to New Or- 
leans and there he found where a number of cars had been 
shipped, of which no account had been given. He found that 
the purchaser had been requested to communicate directly 
with Mr. Collier and not with our office. He found that the 
cars had been paid for to Mr. Collier. This money Mr. Collier 
put in his pocket. No report was made of it. The amount 
we traced and discovered was more than $3,000.00. How much 
more I never knew. 

I called upon Mr. Collier to go over his books and ours 
and verify the account. He did so and stated in writing that 
the account covered all shipments made. The account, you 
will understand, did not include the shipments to New Orleans 
referred to. After he verified his account, he was confronted 
with the proofs of his duplicity. He acknowledged his guilt. 
He was promptly discharged. Our connection ceased at that 
moment forever. 

Below you will find an affidavit of George W. Webb, en- 
gineer, showing the secrecy and design with which Mr. Collier 
set about to betray my trust. This conduct began within thir- 
ty days from the time he went with us, and continued for two 
years, until he was detected. My books and records are at my 
office, open to anyone who may question these statements. 

Mr. Collier’s enmity toward me dates not from the time 
of any alleged deficiencies in my contract work with the City, 
but from the time I discovered his shortage. 

During the last 29 years I have had many contracts with 
the City. These were made by the Mayor and General Coun- 
cil, after a fair, open bidding. I never got a contract except 
when I was the lowest bidder. I never made a contract with 
the City Engineer. The City Engineer does not make con- 
tracts. All the contracts I have had have been faithfully car- 
ried out to the letter, as all records will show. 

The sum of $7,500.00 referred to by Mr. Collier as having 
been paid by certain asphalt companies was paid under the 
following circumstances: 

A number of companies had done asphalt work in the City. 
I was interested in one of them. Certain repairs had been 
made by Mr. Collier, which, it was claimed, was chargeable 
to the contract. Some of the repairs were chargeable to them 
and some were not. The City Council, after fair consideration, 
with the approval of the City Attorney, approved this settle- 
ment. My company paid $1,000.00 of it. This was a fair, open 
adjustment. Everybody seems to be satisfied with it except 
Mr. Collier. 

The interest Mr. Collier takes in the taxpayers at this late 
hour is rather more political than economic. His insinuations 
against me, if true, would be a reflection upon the Mayors and 
General Councils for the last 29 years. It is hard to believe 
that their interest in the taxpayers has been any less than his. 

In answer to the charges that certain cities have been 
‘closed to me and my business, I wish to say that I am now 
doing business in them, or have recently done so, and every 
one is open to me if I can placesthe lowest bid. I am now 
doing business with the United States Government at the Fed- 
eral Prison in Atlanta. I built the new Postoffice. All this 
shows the reckless abandon of a malignant heart and a de- 
feated candidate. 

I am for Captain Clayton in this race, because I know 
him, as does everyone else, to be an honest, fair, upright man 
and capable engineer. © :

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THE WAR DRAGS ON. 


The European war drags on, perhaps 
somewhat heavily, from the viewpoint of the 
spectator at this distance. The same pound- 
ing at the Somme, the same _ furious. as- 
saults at Verdun continue day after day, 
with seemingly little impression made, 
though it is loudly heralded when the Allied 
forces make a gain of some 300 or 500 yards. 

The same wholesale slaughter is going 
on as in the war's first stages, but it makes 
jittle impression and excites little interest 
because of its very sameness. There may 
be much that is brilliant about it, but its 
brilliance is not of the apparent sort. It is 
warfare reduced to a basis of business 
science, a continued pounding, even though 
each hammer-stroke means a million shells 
a day, upon the weakest point—a point yet 
strong enough to resist any great or ex- 
traordinary advances. 

The Russian drive on the eastern front 
has likewise lost in interest at this distance 
because the spectacular has disappeared, 
and it is just a cold, monotonous push 
against a force that has had opportunity to 
strengthen itself and present somewhat 
greater resisting power. 

The momentary outbreak in the Balkans, 
where the central powers appear to be giv- 
ing way under Allied assaults, is Just now 
the most interesting theater of the cam. 
paign, perhaps the more so because of sug- 
gested Bulgar disaffection. 

The war has entered into its third year. 
The great Allied offensive began shortly 
before the close of the second. As yet it 
has accomplished, in the vision of specta- 
tors at this distance, next to nothing. We 
have a vague impression that Germany has 
been put upon the defensive; that the Allies 
have gained one or two minor vantage 
points, and that is about all. 

We have been led to conclude from this 
some weeks ago that the war had begun to 
draw toward its close; that the Teutonic 
armies had been put upon the defensive. 
We have almost reached the point of mak- 
ing calculations upon the war’s end, based 
upon the heavy Allied blows at every point. 
But so far these blows have scarcely made 
a dent, at least not a visible one. It is an 
offensive and that is all. ; 

Along with it all the rest of the world is 
becoming more and more convinced that 
there is going to be no peace until one side 
or the other is beaten, sufficiently beaten to 
desire peace and ‘desire it so ardently that 
it is ready to make big concessions. 

That day is still far off. The Allied of- 
fensive may have been a beginning of the 
end, but it is a long way yet to the turn 
in the lane. Even if Germany is ready for 
peace upon conditions, England and France 
are not ready to consider any conditions ex- 
cept those of their own making, nor is there 
any likelihood that they soon will be. 

So, with constant hammering, the war 
drags on: Men are slaughtered and heroes 
are going to martyrdom every day, and all 
we know about it is that the Allies ad- 
vanced so many yards on the Somme or that 
the French were driven back so many yards 
at Verdun, or vice versa. 

We can only wait and hope for the end, 
fearing it is yet far off, but knowing not 
when it will come. We are at least fortu- 
nate in having adjusted our affairs to chaos 
in Europe, so that we can move on in spite 
of it, and be prepared for peace when it 
shall have been declared.

Atlanta Needs More 
Manufactories and Time 
Is Ripe to Start Them 


Editor Constitution: It seems a great pity 

that the capitalists and business men of At- 
lanta do not seize upon the present unparal- 
leled Opportunity to push forward the pbuild- 
Ing up of hundreds of new manufacturing 
enterprises here. 
Local banks are said to 
idje money, while the city contains a large 
number o1 idle men and women who would 
be helped and benefited in every way if 
provided with lucrative employment. On 
the other hand, there is a growing shortage 
in all lines of goods, even in the jocal mar- 
kets, Which mignt be made up, to the general 
welfare oi the whole community, if tne idle 
money and idie people were set to work. 

Pursue the facts a little further and it is 
found that foreign imports, which have been 
relied on hitherto to supply most of the 
commodities now lacking, are not likely to 
reach these markets again for an indefinite 
period; and that Ivcal makers could capture 
these markets for all time if they would step 
in now and give them what they so sorely 
need, of the right quality and at the right 
prices. 

No well-informed person will question 
that the one paramount material need of At- 
lanta today is a rapid extension and increase 
of her manufacturing interests. These 
would soon give the city the big pay rolls 
without which abundant money cannot be 
kept in circulation, and without which gen- 
eral business cannot tail to have frequent 
terms of severe depression Today many of 
the stores in Atlanta are clamoring, like 
those in oher parts of the country, for goods 
which American manufacturers are unable to 
supply. All kinds of cluthing—especially the 
cheaper varieties—shoes, hosiery, every class 
of cotton goods, woodenware, harness and 
leather findings, and many other staples that 
could be provided from the raw materials 
which exist in such abundance in the south, 
are running short, and at a*time when the 
demand is unprecedented. . 

It seems like criminal oversight and 
negligence for Atlanta to miss the golden 
opportunities that now present themselves 
on every hand. She has it in her power if 
her forces were properiy mobilized, while 
the rivals abroad are so busy with their 
blood-letting, to add untold wealth to 
people, and to expand her destinies in 
directions. Has it never occurred to 
men of Atlanta that they now have an open- 
ing such as may not come again at any 
period of the city’s history? Do they not 
know that the cotton crop alone, with its 
present yield and at the present price, can be 
made to vield at least $2,000,000,000 more 
revenues to the south than*at present by the 
simple process of selling yarns to the foreign 
trade in place of ' 

This is only a entirely gratui- 
tous: but it would no difficult matter to 
give figures and details which would prove a 
revelation to most persons. What are we 
going to do about it‘

Editor Constitution: I wish to express to 
you my personal appreciation of the editorial 
on “Schools and Colleges” in your Sunday 
issue. I believe the time has come when our 
southern people must cease to magnify the 
importance of northern institutions of learn- 
ing to the neglect of their own, and must 
begin to appreciate more our own good 
schools. I am a graduate myself of a north- 
ern school. When 1 went away to a northern 
university, after having graduated at a 
southern institution, I felt that we had no 
schools in theésouth of sufficient merit to 
demand my attention. I was one of hundreds 
and thousands of other such students. That 
was fifteen years ago. However, the time 
has now come when the south can boast of 
as strong institutions for both men and* 
women as can be had anywhere in thé United 
States. 

Nothing pleases me more and nothing 
more surely indicates the growth and pros- 
perity of the south than the establishment 
and maintenance of several great schools 
and colleges here in our southland. Both 
Oglethorpe and Emory universities here in 
Atlanta are calculated to become as great 
institutions of learning for men as can be 
found anywhere in the Wnited States. The 
authorities of Cox college propose to make 
it an all-southern university for women. - 

While our southern schools, as a rule, 
are not heavily endowed, they have con- 
nected with them some of the most schol- 
arly, earnest, faithful and capable men and 
women for teachers as grace this continent, 
and they are doing some of the best work 
to be found in America. My conviction is 
that many of our smaller schools, with little 
or no endowment, are now doing, and for long 
years have been doing, a very superior work, 
when compared with a great many other 
institutions of other sections of our country. 
While our schools and colleges are not en- 
dowed as are others, we have every reason 
to believe they soon will be, for we have 
learned that no college can much longer 
claim to be a real college which meets the 
demands of an-exacting public mind without 
having large money over and above that 
which comes from mere tuition fees. All our 
leading schools must now arrange for en- 
dowment. They must meet every demand of 
a people of growing eulture and interest in 
letters and science of government. 

Again I wish to thank you for your edi- 
cortal and to felicitate you for such state- 
ments. I am a great believer in The Con- 
stitution and am always glad to have it thus 
interpret the public need and mind.

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- GLIFTON WILL TAKE 
STAND AGAIN TODAY 


Official Will Explain Pro- 
posed Class Rates and Rate 
Bases From Atlanta to Oth- 
er Georgia Points. 


—— 


When the hearing upon the petition 
of the Georgia carriers asking for a 
revision of Georgia intrastate rates 1S 
resumed before the state railroad com- 
mission this mormng at 10 o'clock, 
Randall Clifton, assistant freight traf- 
fic manager of the Southern railway, 
will take up the explanation of the pro- 
posed class rates and rate bases from 
Atlanta to other Georgia points. 

Mr. Clifton followed Cc. McD. Davis, 
general freight agent of the Coast Line, 
upon the stand at the Wednesday aft- 
hearing, and reviewed the 
principles upon which the proposed 
new Georgia rates have been worked 
out, this review being preliminary to 
his presentation of the proposed rates 
from Atlanta. This presentation will 
include a discussion of class rates only 
and will not have reference 
of the special commodity rates pro- 


ernoon 


osed. 

f Mr. Clifton undertook to answer the 
question which had been propounded 
by Commissioner Gray on Tuesday as 
to what basis was used for the inter- 
state rates from the east and west to 
Atlanta; who prescribed the rates, and 
where the carriers obtained authority 
for the rates that were actually put 
into effect January 1, 1916. 

Mr. Clifton took At!gnta as an illus- 
tration, with Baltimore and Louisville 
as typical east and west points, and 
stated the changes in the rates from 
these points to Atlanta, under the in- 
terstate adjustment, effective January 
l, of this year, showing that the rates 
made effective under this adjustment 
are practically the same, with but a 
few increases or reductions on certain 
classes, as were effective prior to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1900. 

Result of Compromise. 

Then, in discussing the reductions 
made to Atlanta in 1905, Mr. Clifton 
quoted the interstate commerce com- 
mission to the effect that this reduc- 
tion was the result of a compromise 
between the carriers on the one hand 
and the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia, the Atlanta Freight Bureau and the 
city of Atlanta on the other, and was 
not the result of an increase in com- 
petition between carriers, and was, 
therefore, not a voluntary reduction 
on the part of the carriers. 

He quoted further from reports of 
the interstate commerce commission in 
which the commission took the posi- 
tion that the reductions in 1905 from 
the east and west to Atlanta were in 
rates already relatively low, and that 
the rates made effective February 1, 
1905, were not necessitated by compe- 
tition, and that the commission re- 
garded the rates prior to 1905 as fair 
maxima for intermediates. He shuwed 
that the commissien denied relief at 
intermediate points to Atlanta via di- 
rect routes in connection with rates 
from the east and west, because of 
the already relatively low rates to At- 
lanta, and again quoted from the 
opinion of the commission in the case 
of the Atlanta Freight Bureau, decided 
February 3, 1914, to show that this 
petitioner then failed to produce any- 
thing to change the views of the com- 
mission as to tHe relatively low na- 
ture of the rates from the east and 
west to Atlanta under the 1905 adjust- 
memt, although the commission found 
that rates from Cincinnati to Btrming- 
ham unjustly discriminated against 
Atlanta and removed this discrimina- 
tion, with the provision that it might 
be necessary to make further changes 
later. The complaint attacking the 
rates from the east was dismissed, he 
showed. 

“In view of the foregoing,” Mr. Clif- 
ton said, “the railroads felt that they 
were fully warranted in substantially 
restoring the 1904 rates from the east 
and west to Atlanta, and that such 
action wa's fully supported by the 
views of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


“KRelatively Low” Rates. 


“It should be borne in mind that, in 
substantially restoring the 1904 rates, 
rates were established which the com- 
mission had concluded were ‘relatively 
low,’ and that these rates, found to be 
relatively low, were observed as max- 
ima at intermediate points on direct 
routes, resuiting in heavy reductions 
in existing rates in the extensive and 
important intermediate territory. 

“The denial of relief against inter- 
mediates to Atlanta from the west 
necessitated reductions in the Western 
and Atlantic and the Southern railway 
between Chattanooga and Atlanta, and 
on the Seaboard and Southern between 
Birmingham and Atlanta. 

“From the east reductions were 
necessitated at intermediate points on 
the routes via Norfolk and Pinners 
Point, water and rail, via the all-rai] 
routes through Potomac yard, Rich- 
mond and Norfolk, and via water and 
rail routes through Charleston, Savan- 
nah and Brunswick. 

“In other words, the Atlanta rates 
were observed as maxima at intermedi- 
ates via all of these routes.” 

Mr. Clifton in setfing forth the prin- 
ciples under which the proposed Geor- 
gia rates have been worked out stated 
that the carriers believe that they have 
Mot proposed rates which will give 
undue advantage to any point over 
others, and that the proposed rates 
will remove present discriminations. 

Nothing New in Action. 

He stated that there is nothing new 
in the fact that the carriers are now

Brunswick would be a little lower! 
than the proposed mileage scale for 
distance. He stated that the carriers, 
In proposing a straight mileage basis, 
had recognized from the start that it 
would be impossible to adhere to thts 
basis unbendingly, but that the maxi- 
mum rate in Georgia will still be gov-: 
erned by the mileage scale: that the 
intermediate points will still receive 
the benetit of the proposed milage 
scale and that any departure from the 
mileage scale will be in all instances 
for the benefit of the Georgia shipper 
and at the expense of the carrier. 
Such a policy, he declared, is in ac- 
cordance with the policy of the car- 
riers in their proposed revisions to 
eliminate discriminations. 

From Savannah to Macon. 

AS an instance of such departures, 
he cited that the mileage of ihe Cen- 
tral from Savannah to Ma®on is 4 
miles greater than the lineSXof the 
Southern from Brunswick, and that to 
Atianta the difference is 19 miles. In 
this case the same rate, he said, is ob- 
served from beth points until the lines 
reach northeast Georgia, when the 
mbit Panic 6 mileage is observed in 
consideration of ° petitiv . i.

_Hle further cites that there is no con- 
tinuous line from Augusta to Quitman 
and that the combination rate is yreat- 
er than the rate over the continuous 
line from Charleston tv Quitman, and 
that, hence, the proposed rate from Au- 
Susta to Quitman is the same as the 
rate from Charleston.

Elberton, Mr. Davis said, a relative ad- 
justment as between Augusta and At- 
lanta is proposed. 

Chairman Candler expressed appre- 
hension lest such departures from the 
proposed mileage ecale would result in 
a gap being left down whereby others 
would seek the same departures. 

Mr. Davis thought that such would 
not be the case, since, in the view of the 
carriers, the rates proposed were rea- 
sonable and without discrimination. 

Mr. Candler desired’ to know whether 
there was an underlving principle gov- 
erning such proposed departures. 

Mr. Davis stated that it is the pur- 
pose of the carriers to harmonize the 
intrastate rates with the interstate 
rates and that-the interstate rates do 
not in all instances adhere to the mile- 
age scale. “While the carriers do pro- 
pose a mileage scale in Georgia,"”’ he 
said, ‘“‘we do find that there are instan- 
ees where a departure from this prin- 
ciple anpears more reasonable and fair, 
and we believe that these departures 
should be granted where there is no dis- 
crimtnation against intermediate 
points.”

WEEKLY COTTON CROP 
WEATHER BULLETIN 


Washington, August 23.—Cotton continues 
in very unsatisfactory condition in prac- 
tically all of the gulf states, but showed 
some improvement during the week which 
ended yesterday, according to the Nationa! 
Weather and Crop Bulletin issued today by 
the weather bureau. Reviewing conditions 
for the week the bulletin says: 

“There was some improvement in cotton 
in central and northeastern districts and 
the abundant sunshine and smal! amount of 
rainy weather produced favorable effects 

most eastern sections. The crop is still 
n a very unsatisfactory condition, how- 
ever, in practically all of the gulf states, 
due to the earlier excessive rains. 

“The crop deteriorated steadily in Okla- 
homa and the growth was almost entirely 
suspended. Hot and dry weather injured 
the crop in northern Arkansas also, but in 
other portions of that state cotton is con- 
sidered good to excellent. Frequent show- 
ers in south Texas and continued hot and 
dry weather in northern and central Texas 
produced unfavorable conditions for cotton. 
The bolis are opening prematurely in Okla- 
homa and shedding is reported in nearly all 
western and southern states. 

“Damage by weevil continues also in the 
central and eastern gulf states. Much 
opened cotton was blown away in extreme 
south Texas by the wind accompanying the 
gulf storm of the 18-19th, but fortunately 
the high wind did not extend into cen- 
tral and northern parts or the state. The 
work of picking and ginning is progressing 
in the central and southern portions of the 
gulf states, and the bolls are opening into 
the more northern part of the area. Pick- 
ing was delayed in Arkansas because of the 
excessive heat.’’
